The  Board  of  Government  has  held  ten  regular  and  one  special 
meeting  during  the  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  twelve  trustees. 

The  attendance  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Government  has 
shown  a marked  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Association. 

The  Committee  of  Relief  has  held  nine  regular  meetings  with  an 
average  attendance  of  seven  members.

This  report  was  read  by  Vice-President,  Donald 
M.  Blair. 


The  Board  of  Government  has  held  ten  regular  and  one  special 
meeting  with  an  average  attendance  of  twelve. 

The  Committee  on  Building  appointed  by  the  Board  were:  Messrs. 
Frank  L.  Barnes,  James  R.  Gibson  and  John  M.  Webster. 

The  Finance  Committee  also  appointed  by  the  Board  were:  Messrs. 
D.  Fletcher  Barber,  Percy  C.  Bond,  Frank  L.  Nagle. 

A Committee  had  been  appointed  to  confer  with  our  Counsel,  regard- 
ing the  charitable  and  educational  work  of  our  Association.  The  suggestion 
made  by  our  Counsel  was  “do  something  so  that  the  Commissioner  of  Cor- 
porations will  see  that  the  Association  is  disposed  to  act  along  the  lines 
of  work  for  wRich  it  was  incorporated.” 

As  a result,  $1,500  was  appropriated  for  installing  additional  equip- 
ment in  the  printing  department  of  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys  at  West- 
boro.  Seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  establish- 
ing classes  in  bricklaying  and  plastering  at  the  Wentworth  Institute. 
Five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  Commission  on  Apprentice- 
ship for  the  Building  Industry.  Six  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated 
for  scholarships  at  the  Wentworth  Institute.  One  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  appropriated  for  scholarships  in  the  Lowell  Textile  School,  New 
Bedford  Textile  School  and  Bradford  Durfee  Textile  School. 

In  March,  a proposal  to  lease  or  sell  the  building  was  laid  on  the 
table.  In  April,  an  offer  of  $50,000  net  for  a twenty-years’  lease  of  the 
building  made  by  a party  more  interested  in  bu3dng  than  leasing  was  laid 
before  the  Board.  It  was  unanimously  voted  inadvisable  to  consider  the 
question  of  leasing  or  selling  the  propertj^  The  President  was  authorized 
to  consult  our  Counsel  regarding  the  removal  of  restrictions  placed  upon 
the  property  at  the  time  of  its  purchase. 

At  a special  meeting  in  July  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Building 
Committee  to  install  the  Public  Address  System  in  Grand  HalPat  a cost 
not  exceeding  $10,000. 

Following  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  two 
former  employees  of  the  Association  were  pensioned. 

The  Board  of  Government  accepted  an  invitation  to  visit  the  Lyman 
School  for  Boys  at  Westboro. 
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The  plan  to  invite  the  students  at  Wentworth  Institute,  who  are 
receiving  the  benefit  of  our  scholarships,  to  one  of  our  Association  meet- 
ings was  favorably  considered.  The  object  is  to  bring  our  members  into 
closer  contact  with  the  work  of  the  Association.  It  was  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  Committee  on  Education  decided  to  invite  those  receiving  scholar- 
ships to  the  April  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Board  of  Government 
has  received  and  acted  favorably  upon  ten  applications  for  membership 
and  reported  the  same  to  the  Association.

To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Education. 
This  report  was  read  by  D.  Fletcher  Barber,  Secretary 
of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Education,  appointed  at  the  meeting  in  April, 
1924,  has  been  active  in  the  work  for  which  it  was  organized,  one  of  its 
purposes  being  to  interest  itself  in  young  men  seeking  mechanical  pursuits. 

Since  the  closing  of  our  Trade  School,  as  you  know,  scholarships  have 
been  granted  in  the  Wentworth  Institute.  Without  going  back  to  the 
beginning  of  this  practice  — the  report  of  this  Association  for  the  year 
1923-24  showed  that  twenty-nine  scholarships  had  been  granted  varjdng 
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in  amount  from  $40  for  a single  term  to  a maximum  of  $200  for  the  three 
terms.  This  year,  1924-25,  the  number  assisted  in  different  branches 
amounts  to  fifty-nine.  The  following  list  shows  the  kinds  of  work  or 
courses  and  included  both  day  and  evening  classes: 

Electric  Construction  and  Wiring. 

Architectural  Construction. 

Steam  and  Electric  Power  Plant  and  Operation. 

Machine  Work  and  Construction. 

Foundry  Management,  Practice  and  Operation. 

Plumbing. 

Printing. 

Photo  Engraving. 

Carpentry  and  Building. 

Pattern  Making. 

Forging. 

The  appropriation  for  this  purpose  last  year  was  $6,000;  only  a part 
of  this  has  been  expended,  as  the  school  year  closes  in  June. 

Following  the  close  of  the  war  many  men  received  workmen’s  pay 
to  which  they  were  not  entitled  by  reason  of  not  being  skilled  workmen, 
according  to  statement,  many  actually  being  without  a particle  of  experi- 
ence in  what  they  claimed  to  call  themselves,  skilled  mechanics.  One 
trade  in  w^hich  this  was  felt  more  keenly,  perhaps,  than  any  other,  was 
that  of  masonry  and  plastering.  Your  Committee  interviewed  several  of 
the  members  in  that  trade  and  as  no  place  seemed  available  where  the 
craft  could  be  taught,  it  w^as  arranged  by  the  Director  of  the  Wentworth 
Institute  to  form  a class  in  plastering  and  bricklaying.  In  the  spring  of 
1924  notice  w^as  given  of  our  intention  and  circulars  and  letters  w^re  sent 
to  members  of  this  Association,  also  to  members  of  the  IVIaster  Builders’ 
Association,  and  by  various  means  twenty-one  young  men  were  led  to 
take  this  course. 

Within  the  last  month  the  Committee,  as  a w^hole,  together  with  a 
member  of  this  Association  and  a practical  mason  and  plasterer,  went  up 
to  inspect  the  scholars  and  their  w'ork.  The  instructor  w^as  w^ell  knowm 
to  this  mason,  being  a man  skilled  in  the  various  lines  of  w^ork  as  formerly 
done  by  this  craft,  and  is,  therefore,  able  to  give  instruction,  w'hen  needed, 
which  a younger  mail  could  not  do.  The  director  of  the  school  said  it 
was  one  of  the  most  loyal  and  interesting  classes  in  the  school  and  show^ed 
the  rare  distinction  of  not  having  lost  a single  scholar  during  the  year 
from  any  cause. 

For  the  purpose  of  creating  apprentices  in  this  important  industry, 
$7,500  was  appropriated,  the  money  to  be  usedYrom  month  to  month  as 
in  the  case  of  scholarships  in  the  regular  courses  in  the  Institute. 

This  class  did  its  w^ork  in  the  early  fall,  wdien  the  w^eather  W'as  suitable, 
out-of-doors  on  the  grounds  of  the  Institute,  but  is  now  working  in  an  upper

room  in  the  southerly  wing,  where  tliey  have  commodious  quarters,  and 
an  abundance  of  light,  air  and  heat. 

The  scholars  have  assisted  in  fitting  up  this  place  by  lajdng  an  end 
brick  wall  to  conserve  heat,  as  well  as  to  make  their  quarters  entirely 
distinct  from  the  other  shops. 

It  is  proposed  in  the  spring  to  erect  a suitable  building  for  the  sole 
use  of  this  class.  This  will  be  built  so  that  work  of  all  kinds  in  this  craft 
can  be  carried  on  without  hindrance  to  each  other.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  a son  of  an  emplo3"ee  of  this  organization  is  taking  this  course. 

The  other  boj^s  we  are  assisting  are  in  the  Boston  schools  and  are 
taking  part-time  work.  In  most  instances,  owing  to  famil}"  conditions, 
these  boj^s  would  have  had  to  leave  their  schools  and  enter  at  once  into 
shop  work,  but  we  are  enabling  them  to  keep  on  with  their  studies  so  as 
to  complete  their  schooling. 

Another  case  is  that  of  a jmung  man  under  the  care  of  the  Children’s 
Aid  Societj^,  a fine  specimen  of  jmung  manhood.  While  the  above  society 
takes  care  of  his  board  and  clothes,  it  is  unable  to  give  him  assistance  to 
learn  the  trade  of  an  automobile  mechanic,  which  he  wanted  to  do.  He 
is  now  taking  the  three  courses  necessary'  at  the  Xortheastern  College 
bj"  assistance  from  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  ^Mechanic  Association. 

A number  of  other  bo}"s  have  been  suggested  to  j^our  Committee, 
but  unless  they  were  alread}^  at  work  or  wished  to  take  up  a trade,  we 
have  not  considered  them  within  our  province  to  assist. 

On  Januai’}^  10, 1924,  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  given  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  assisting  these  jmung  men. 

All  of  this  takes  considerable  time,  but  the  Committee  feels  that  it 
is  doing  good  and  it  knows  from  personal  inter^’iews  that  these  jmung 
men  appreciate  the  assistance  that  this  Association  is  giving  them. 

Another  branch  of  mechanical  pursuit  of  which  Xew  England  has 
been  and  is  pre-eminent  is  the  Textile  Trade  and  in  order  to  maintain  the 
standard  of  excellence  in  this  important  industr\",  the  State  has  provided 
textile  schools  in  the  centers  of  this  field.  We  have  given"  three  scholar- 
ships in  the  Lowell  School,  one  in  Fall  River  and  two  in  X’ew  Bedford. 
As  this  is  the  line  of  business  in  which  our  fellow  Trustee,  IMr.  Frank  L. 
Xagle,  is  engaged,  these  are  under  his  especial  charge.  He  states  that  the 
principals  report  splendid  work  is  being  done  by  these  3"Oung  men. 

The  Committee  wished  to  put  on  record  its  approval  of  the  careful 
and  thorough  manner  in  which  each  3mung  man  who  applies  for  assistance 
by  scholarships,  or  otherwise,  is  looked  up  b3^  Principal  Dobbs  of  the 
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Wentworth  Institute  and  his  assistants,  and  to  show  his  attitude,  we 
quote  an  extract  from  a letter  sent  to  the  Committee  by  him  on  this 
subject: 

“I  believe  that  you  will  agree  with  me,  however,  that  the  money 
should  be  used  to  help  only  those  young  men  who  absolutely  need  it  to 
gain  an  education. 

“When  it  is  shown  that  the  boys’  parents  can  well  afford  to  pay  their 
expenses,  I do  not  believe  in  awarding  a scholarship.” 

Your  Committee  is  endeavoring  to  be  equally  careful  and  for  the  same 
object,  viz,  that  the  money  may  reach  as  many  as  are  actually  in  need 
of  assistance.  At  the  same  time,  the  school  officials  and  the  Committee 
are  trjdng  to  prevent  any  of  these  boys  being  considered  objects  of  charity 
but  rather  trjdng  to  show  them  that  we  consider  they  are  filling  a real 
need  in  the  commaunity  by  making  themselves  respecting  citizens  and  able 
to  earn  a livelihood  and  become  w^age  earners  in  mechanical  branches  of 
industry. 

We  hope  every  member  of  the  Association  interested  in  the  work  we 
are  doing  will  be  present  at  the  April  meeting,  when  we  hope  to  have  at 
least  all  the  Wentworth  Institute  boys  present  at  the  close  of  the  meeting 
and  at  our  collation.  We  would  like  to  give  them  a rousing  reception; 
look  into  their  faces  and  show  them  what  “grown-up  mechanics”  look 
like  and  try  to  inspire  them  to  see  that  they  have  not  made  any  mistake 
by  taking  up  mechanical  trades  instead  of  “white  collar  jobs.”

The  Committee  has  held  two  meetings  with  an  attendance  of  four 
at  each  meeting. 

At  the  April  meeting,  necessary  repairs  on  the  interior  and  exterior 
of  the  building  were  considered  and  approved. 

The  July  meeting  was  for  the  purpose  of  acting  upon  the  proposal 
of  the  Western  Electric  Company  as  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Govern- 
ment. It  was  voted  to  accept  the  proposal  of  the  Western  Electric  Com- 
pany to  furnish  the  equipment  for  the  Public  Address  System  for  the  sum 
of  $7,645  and  also  voted  to  employ  the  Barnes-Pope  Electric  Company 
to  do  the  wiring  and  installation  as  required  for  $685. 

The  electric  light  plant  is  in  good  condition  and  has  not  only  met  our 
own  requirements  but  has  earned  a substantial  sum  for  the  Association 
above  its  cost  of  maintenance  as  can  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer’s  report. 

The  furnishings  in  the  building  are  in  good  condition.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association: 

During  the  year  just  closed  your  Committee  has  expended  the  sum 
of  $9,727.87.  At  the  present  time  all  of  your  beneficiaries  have  passed 
beyond  the  meridian  and  well  along  towards  the  latter  end  of  life,  so  much 
so  that  the  possibility  of  their  ever  being  able  to  take  care  of  themselves 
is  forever  past  and  they  are  now  waiting  patiently  for  the  call  which 
will  carry  them  to  a happier  world  where  they  may  hope  to  dwell  in  peace 
forever. 

The  best  method  of  caring  for  this  class  of  people  is  one  of  the  prob- 
lems which  each  society  intending  to  help  the  aged  and  infirm  must  meet 
and  which  each  solves  in  its  own  particular  manner.  Many  supply 
more  or  less  attractive  homes  where  the  old  are  segregated.  Often  their 
homes  are  limited  to  only  one  sex,  such  as  exclusively  for  old  men  or 
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old  women.  In  other  cases  both  are  received.  These  homes  have  much  to 
reconomend  them  and  so  far  as  the  creature  comforts  are  concerned  the 
inmates  are  well  taken  care  of  and  do  appreciate  the  haven  of  refuge 
furnished  and  the  care  and  comforts  provided. 

It  is  a delightful  and  appealing  sight  to  \dsit  one  of  these  institutions 
and  see  the  inmates  sitting  in  a row  enjojdng  the  warmth  and  radiance 
of  the  afternoon  sun,  or  gathered  around  the  reading  tables  of  the  social 
hall  chatting  or  reading  the  papers  or  magazines  while  they  enjoy  the 
comfort  which  only  a good  pipe  can  bring.  But  look  a little  deeper  and 
■we  vdW  see  under  all  this  calmness  that  they  realize  that  they  are  useless 
and  simply  put  away  among  themselves  to  die.  Every  moment  they  know 
in  their  hearts  that  they  are  all  there  for  that  purpose  and  that  never 
again  vdW  they  mix  freely  -vuth  those  whose  main  purpose  is  to  live  and 
grasp  what  life  offers  and  not  to  die. 

Your  Committee  still  believe  that  although  a man  may  be  old  he 
can  still  be  a useful  member  of  society.  He  has  lived  his  life,  made  his 
successes  and  failures  and  usually  knows  what  caused  the  last  sad  failure 
which  brought  him  to  dependence.  The  councils  and  adduce  of  those  who 
have  lived  this  life  are  of  inestimable  value  to  those  who  must  still  live  it. 
Moreover,  the  verj^  fact  of  the  old  mixing  with  the  young  takes  that 
thought  of  approaching  dissolution  out  of  the  minds  of  the  old  and  sub- 
stitutes cheerful  thought  and  a desire  to  be  of  use  in  its  place.  Happiness 
can  only  be  attained  by  work.  The  more  work  the  greater  chance  for 
happiness,  and  j^our  Committee  feel  that  by  supporting  your  benefici- 
aries outside  old  men’s  and  women’s  homes  and  institutions  so  far  as 
possible  and  encouraging  work  even  if  it  only  partially  supplies  main- 
tenance, that  they  are  not  only  making  a sa\dng  in  dollars  and  cents  over 
the  price  of  owning  and  maintaining  such  an  institution,  but  also  that  the 
beneficiaries  themselves  are  better  off  both  physically  and  mentally. 

The  work  done  by  the  individual  member  this  year  has  called  for  the 
highest  commendation  you  can  bestow. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  be 
granted  for  the  use  of  the  Committee  of  Relief.

Microphone  at  Speaker’s  Desk,  Grand  Hall 
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Annual  Address  of  the  President 

For  the  one  hundred  and  thirtieth  time  we,  the  members  of  the 
Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association,  are  assembled  for  the 
purpose  of  re\dewing  what  the  twelve-month  period  has  brought  us  and  to 
prepare  for  the  continuance  and  enlargement  of  that  labor  for  which 
over  one  and  one  quarter  centuries  has  been  uninterrupted. 

Time  is  unique.  As  it  approaches  it  actually  reveals  nothing  of 
what  it  has  in  store  for  us.  Whatever  of  promise  we  may  read  into  it  is 
nothing  more  than  the  creation  of  hope  or  desire.  When  it  arrives,  we 
are  so  bound  up  in  its  events  that  we  rarely  sense  its  full  significance  to 
the  extent  of  utilizing  its  opportunities  to  their  fullest  measure. 

But  when  a period  of  time  has  come,  stayed  vdth  us  for  its  alloted 
span  and  gone  toward  its  place  in  the  past,  then  we  begin  to  obtain  a 
real  knowledge  of  its  value.  Its  proportions  are  fixed  and  the  perspective 
is  beyond  the  possibility  of  exaggeration  or  alteration. 

Today,  therefore,  we  look  to  the  year  that  has  just  past  and  as  it 
goes  from  us,  we  see  it  with,  sufficient  clearness  to  warrant  a measure  of 
reasonable  satisfaction  in  what  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish. 

But  of  more  influence  in  coloring  and  measuring  our  projected 
endeavor  amid  the  tasks  that  tomorrow  mil  bring,  our  survey  of  this 
retreating  year  imdtes  us  to  the  most  serious  thought,  lest  through  careless- 
ness or  a smug  satisfaction  in  the  record  already  made,  we  fail  to  enlarge 
our  efforts  and  make  them  commensurate  mth  the  purposes  for  which 
this  Association  was  formed  and  to  which  it  has  so  studiously  adhered 
over  so  long  a period. 


Necrology 


Before  we  set  ourselves  to  an  examination  and  more  or  less  incomplete 
analysis  of  our  accomplishments,  or  lack  thereof,  we  will,  for  a moment, 
keep  company  mth  the  inspiring  remembrance  of  those  of  our  number 
who  have  left  us  since  we  last  met  in  annual  convention. 

You  mil  note  from  the  Secretary’s  report  that  twelve  of  our  valued 
members  have  been  called  to  join  the  Great  Builder  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two,  Thomas  Holden  and  Herbert  S.  Potter,  we  have  been  per- 
mitted to  enjoy  association  with  them  over  a long  term  of  years.  These 
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two  were  called  during  their  earlier  3^ears  of  ser\dce,  but  notmthstanding 
this  fact  you  will  note  that  the  average  of  the  tw^elve  w^as  seventy-nine 
years. 

To  them,  time,  as  expressive  of  an  infinite  love,  has  been  kind; 
they  have  been  imited  into  the  finer,  richer  life  w^here  joy  is  without 
alloy;  where  the  peace  of  God  rests  like  a benediction  upon  the  w^eary. 

In  this  kindly  consideration  of  those  wiio  have  gone,  I am  prone  to 
bespeak  your  kindly  regard  for  those  wiio  are  endeavoring  to  carry  on, 
and  in  this  connection  am  reminded  of  a poem  by  an  unknowm  author 
entitled 


“Tell  Him  Now^’' 

If  with  pleasure  you  are  \iewing 
Any  work  a man  is  doing 
If  you  like  him,  or  you  love  him,  tell  him  now^; 
Don’t  withhold  your  approbation 
Till  the  parson  makes  oration 
And  he  lies  with  snowy  lilies  o’er  his  brow. 

For  no  matter  how^  you  shout  it. 

He  won’t  really  care  about  it; 

He  won’t  know  how  many  teardrops  you  have  shed. 
If  you  think  some  praise  is  due  him 
Now’s  the  time  to  slip  it  to  him 
For  he  cannot  read  his  tombstone  wiien  he’s  dead. 

More  than  fame  and  more  than  money 
Is  the  comment  kind  and  sunny.

Education 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  origin  of  this  Association  in  1794 
by  Paul  Revere  was  due  to  unsatisfactory  educational  conditions  to  the 
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extent  that  great  hardship  was  experienced  by  mechanics  in  connection 
with  the  proper  conduct,  control  and  allotment  of  their  apprentices. 

While  the  formation  of  this  Association  alleviated  the  difficulty  only 
in  part,  these  difficulties  have,  in  the  intervening  period,  assumed  many 
different  phases,  and  it  has  remained  for  this  one  hundred  and  thirtieth 
year  of  our  existence  to  work  out  what  it  is  hoped  and  what  appears  to 
be  a most  comprehensive  plan  for  coping  mth  the  problem  so  long  ago 
undertaken  by  our  honored  and  revered  first  President. 

I refer  to  the  plan  of  the  Commission  on  Apprenticeship  for  the  Build- 
ing Industrj",  which  I would  like  to  explain  to  3mu  more  in  detail,  but  this 
letter  is  already  unduly  lengthy  and  its  support  is  included  in  your 
educational  actmties. 

A year  ago  I called  jmur  attention  to  the  fact  that  conditions  were 
such  that  we  might  vdth  propriety  enlarge  our  educational  activities  and 
this  past  3'ear  we  have,  under  the  careful  and  painstaking  direction  of  our 
Committee  on  Education,  appropriated  and  expended  nearly  $20,000  in 
educational  work. 

That  this  assistance  has  not  been  confined  to  the  promotion  of  any 
selfish  interests,  or  to  Siny  particular  locality,  or  any  one  class  of  industry, 
is  evidenced  by  the  following  list  of  educational  institutions  you  have 
assisted,  which  are  all  recognized,  fostered  and  contributed  to  by  the 
C ommon  wealth . 

You  have  provided  scholarships  in  the 
Wentworth  Institute 
jMassachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
Bradford  Durfee  Textile  School 
New  Bedford  Textile  School 
Lowell  Textile  School 

and  in  addition  enabled  many  worthy  boj^s  to  pursue  their  educational 
work  in  the  public  schools,  who  otherwise  would  have  been  obliged  to 
leave  school  and  seek  emplojunent. 

You  have  enabled  the  Wentworth  Institute  to  inaugurate  and  main- 
tain a class  in  masonry  and  plastering;  you  have  contributed  to,  and 
greatly  assisted  the  Commission  on  Apprenticeship  for  the  Building 
Industrj^,  and,  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  you  have  furnished  a complete 
modern  printing  equipment  for  the  Lj^man  School  for  Boys  at  Westboro. 

I cannot  refrain  from  acquainting  jmu  vdth  the  deep  sense  of  gratitude 
expressed  by  the  officials  of  this  latter  institution  for  your  whole-hearted 
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generosity,  as  expressed  by  them  to  your  Board  of  Government  during  a 
recent  visit  which  they  made,  at  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Clarence  J.  McKen- 
zie, one  of  our  members  who  is  also  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Lyman  School.  To  meet  in  addition  to  the  Superintendent  and  his 
assistants,  the  four  hundred  unfortunate  little  fellows  and  realize  that 
you  have  been  permitted  to  contribute,  even  in  a small  way,  to  their 
education  and  uplift,  and  become  conscious  of  their  deep  gratitude  as 
evidenced  by  their  efforts  to  contribute  to  our  comfort  and  note  the  pride 
with  which  they  called  our  attention  to  the  material  you  had  provided, 
would  more  than  recompense  you  for  the  sacrifice. 


Charities 

The  thanks  of  the  Association  are  again  due  to  the  efficient  chair- 
man, Mr.  Frederick  H.  Briggs,  and  through  him  to  the  members  of  his 
Committee  who  have  so  efficiently  functioned,  as  is  evidenced  by  their 
report. 

I might  wish  that  your  officers  were  more  intimately  associated  with 
the  work  of  the  Charity  Committee,  not  that  they  have  any  idea  that 
they  could  add  to  its  efficiency,  but  for  the  pleasure  to  be  derived  from 
contributing  to  the  happiness  of  others,  and  your  President  rather  hopes 
that  the  Committee  who  has  in  hand  the  re\Tsion  of  your  by-laws  may 
have  in  mind,  in  some  way,  connecting  them  more  intimately  with  the 
work,  possibly  in  an  ex-officio  capacity. 

Activities 

During  the  year  just  past,  it  has  been  the  earnest  desire  of  your 
President  to  add  to  the  favorable  reputation  that  our  Association  enjoys 
in  the  community,  and  in  this,  as  well  as  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
and  administrative  affairs  of  the  Association,  it  gives  me  the  most  un- 
bounded pleasure  to  pay  tribute  to  the  painstaking  assistance  that  has 
been  accorded  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Government  and  the 
members  of  the  different  committees. 

My  predecessors  may  have  been  as  strongly  supported  during  their 
administration,  but  their  support  could  not  possibly  have  been  any  better. 
As  you  will  note  from  the  Secretary’s  report,  the  attendance  at  our 
meetings  has  been  so  exceptional  that  no  President  could  have  possibly 
been  accorded  more  hearty  cooperation  in  this  connection. 

I trust  that  each  individual  member  of  the  Board  will  credit  himself 
personally  with  my  deep  -felt  gratitude  for  the  loyal  support  which  he  has 
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rendered,  not  only  by  his  much-valued  advice  and  counsel,  but  by  his 
loyal  support  and  hearty  cooperation  in  all  the  policies  which  have  been 
inaugurated. 

As  a further  evidence  of  the  support  that  has  been  accorded  your 
President,  and  as  evidence  of  the  cooperative  spirit  which  has  existed  in 
the  Board  of  Government,  it  is  particularly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state 
that  without  exception  every  subject  voted  on  during  the  year  has  been 
disposed  of  by  a unanimous  vote. 

The  Association  should  be  and,  I am  confident,  is  equally  grateful 
to  them  for  the  splendid  service  which  they  are  so  generously  rendering, 
on  many  occasions  at  great  inconvenience  .to  themselves,  for  they  are  all 
busy  men  whose  only  reward  in  connection  with  their  efforts  in  your 
behalf  is  the  knowledge  that  they  have  been  able  to  unselfishly  contribute 
to  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the  Association,  and,  in  so  doing, 
benefiting  the  community. 

Your  generous  tender  of  the  use  of  the  building  to  the  All  New  Eng- 
land Week  Committee  was  most  gratefully  received,  and  they  availed 
themselves  of  your  generosity  to  the  extent  of  using  Grand  Hall  on  three 
evenings  for  the  purpose  of  impressing  upon  the  citizens  of  New  England 
the  desirability  of  cooperation,  the  promotion  and  support  of  New  England 
industries  to  the  extent  of  as  far  as  possible  patronizing  home  industries. 

By  the  means  of  your  thoughtfulness  and  generosity,  we,  as  an  Asso- 
ciation, were  able  to  contribute  in  no  small  measure  to  the  success  of 
this  enterprise. 

Our  Secretary  has  in  his  files  a letter  from  the  chairman  of  the  All 
New  England  Week  Committee  thanking  you  for  your  generosity  and 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  New  England  and  expressing  the  deep  apprecia- 
tion of  the  Committee  for  the  assistance  which  you  rendered. 


Building 

Our  building  is  in  its  usual  good  physical  condition.  We  have,  during 
the  year,  repainted  the  Grand  Hall  end  of  our  building  both  inside  and 
out,  a greater  part  of  this  being  done  by  our  regular  force  during  slack 
time. 

It  was  thought  desirable,  however,  to  let  out  the  higher  part  of  the 
roof  work  both  inside  and  out,  thereby  obviating  the  possibility  for 
accident  to  our  own  men. 
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The  installation  of  master-keyed  locks  throughout  the  building  has 
been  completed,  thus  saving  an  immense  amount  of  time  and  incon- 
venience which,  during  the  course  of  the  year,  amounted  to  quite  an 
appreciable  item. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  by  our  own  men  in  the  wiring  of  the 
builchng  for  the  introduction  of  the  Edison  ser\’ice,  which,  when  com- 
pleted, will  enable  us  to  practically  eliminate  the  use  of  gas  throughout 
the  building  wherever  and  whenever  it  may  be  found  desirable,  and  also 
ob\date  the  necessity  for  operating  our  ovm  plant  during  the  summer 
months  when  small  engagements  are  made  for  portions  of  the  building 
and  when  we  would  not  ordinarily  carrj^  a fire  in  our  boilers. 

Further  than  this,  we  will  be  provided  with  a quickly  available 
break-dovTi  service  in  the  event  of  any  emergency  arising  in  connection 
\\ith  our  ovm  plant.  This  work  is  very  nearly  completed  and  has  all 
been  done  by  our  own  force  on  the  basis  of  fill-in  work. 

Perhaps  the  most  notable  addition  which  has  been  made  in  our 
equipment  during  the  year  was  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a public 
address  sj^stem,  which  now  makes  Grand  Hall  second  to  none  in  this 
section  of  the  countr}^  in  its  availability  for  lectures  and  public 
speaking,  concerts  and  for  broadcasting,  and  immensely  broadens  its  field 
of  usefulness. 

This  fall  we  were  enabled  to  rent  the  Hall  for  two  political  rallies 
which  were  successfully  conducted  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  who  attended, 
as  well  as  to  the  radio  auchence  who  were  enabled  to  also  participate. 
This  should  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  communitj''  as  Boston  now  has 
available  a hall  capable  of  comfortably  seating  five  thousand  people  in 
which  the  spoken  voice  can  be  distinctly  heard  not  only  in  the  most 
remote  corner  of  the  building  but  throughout  the  country  at  large. 

As  pre\dously  stated,  the  building  is  in  excellent  condition  to  the 
extent  that  no  abnormal  outlay  is  to  be  anticipated  during  the  coming 
year,  other,  perhaps,  than  painting  Exhibition  and  Paul  Revere  Halls, 
the  bulk,  if  not  all  of  which  I am  in  hopes  we  can  accomplish  with  our 
own  force  without  other  expense  than  for  material. 

The  ventilation  of  Grand  Hall  in  cold  weather  is  the  source  of  a great 
deal  of  uneasiness  to  your  officers  who  would  gladly  entertain  any  reason- 
able proposition  from  a reliable  party  embodying  a suitable  guarantee  to 
accomphsh  the  desired  results,  and  any  assistance  that  any  member  can 
render  in  this  connection  will  be  most  gratefully  received  by  the  Building 
Committee. 


Public  Address  System 
Operator’s  Board  in  Upper  Balcony,  Grand  Hall 
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Business 

Our  building  has  again  been  favored  with  a gratif>dng  volume  of 
business,  which  again  redounds  to  the  credit  of  our  superintendent, 
Mr.  Easterbrook. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  rather  anticipated  a considerable 
dropping  off  in  the  rental  of  Paul  Revere  Hall  due  to  two  reasons:  first, 
a modern  new  hall  in  the  neighborhood,  and  second,  to  an  appreciable 
decline  in  dancing,  perhaps  due  to  the  movies,  mah  jong,  and  the  radio, 
but  we  have  been  most  happily  disappointed  in  renting  Paul  Revere  Hall 
for  nearly  as  many  engagements  as  during  the  previous  year. 

In  many  cases  widely  diversified  engagements  have  followed  each 
other  to  the  extent  of  requiring  excessive  effort  on  the  part  of  our 
employees,  the  duties  in  connection  with  which  they  have  cheerfully 
undertaken  and  most  satisfactorily  accomplished  without  a single  word 
of  complaint. 

In  this  connection  it  is  a pleasure  to  report  that  we  are  fortunate  in 
having  a corps  of  employees  who  are  working  harmoniously  in  your 
interests  and  to  the  utmost  satisfaction  of  our  clients  to  the  extent  that 
during  the  entire  year  your  President  has  not  received  a single  adverse 
criticism,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  he  has  in  his  possession  several  unso- 
licited letters  of  commendation,  in  addition  to  verbal  commendation,  in 
response  to  inquiries  made  whenever  opportunity  has  offered. 

Your  President  has  considered  these  inquiries  good  business  from  two 
points  of  view:  First,  to  con\dnce  our  patrons  that  we  were  solicitous  in 
their  behalf,  and,  second,  to  be  assured  that  we  were  rendering  satis- 
factory service,  and  to  afford  ourselves  the  opportunity  of  remedjdng  any 
defects  should  they  be  apparent. 

I cannot  close  without  calling  to  your  attention  the  loss  during  the 
year  of  twelve  members,  with  a gain  for  the  year,  as  shown  by  the  Secre- 
tary’s report,  of  ten  new  members  or  a net  loss  during  the  year  of  two  — 
which  calls  to  our  mind  the  desirability  of  offering  the  opportunity  for 
participation  in  the  good  work  you  are  doing  by  suggesting  to  those  of 
your  acquaintance  whom  you  feel  would  strengthen  our  organization,  the 
opportunity  to  ally  themselves  with  us.

Thomas  Todd 


for  more  than  seventy-five  years  identified  with  the  printing  trade,  died 
March  25,  1924,  at  his  home  in  Concord  after  a very  short  illness.  On  the 
sixty-fifth  wedding  anniversary  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Todd,  the  latter  before 
her  marriage  Miss  Rebecca  Wheeler,  the  occasion  was  observed  at  their 
home,  but  a more  elaborate  observance  was  made  of  their  fiftieth  anniver- 
sary fifteen  years  earlier. 

Mr.  Todd  was  born  in  Portland,  Maine,  September  7,  1835,  and 
went  to  Concord  early  in  life.  His  schooling  was  rather  limited,  for  in 
his  fourteenth  year  he  started  upon  his  long  career  as  a printer.  He 
worked  in  Concord  and  Fitchburg,  at  his  trade,  and  later  in  Boston.  It 
was  in  Boston,  in  1864,  that  he  went  into  business  for  himself,  under 
the  name  of  Thomas  Todd  Company,  printers.  Since  then,  for  sixty 
years,  he  continued  successfully  in  this  business. 

His  plant  is  located  at  14  Beacon  Street,  where  his  son  has  Jong  been 
associated  with  him  in  business. 

Mr.  Todd  was  associated  with  a number  of  printers’  organizations, 
and  was  prominent  in  Masonic  circles,  and  he  had  the  distinction  of 
being  the  oldest,  in  length  of  membership,  in  Corinthian  Lodge,  in  Con- 
cord. He  belonged  also  to  the  Walden  Royal  Arch  Chapter  in  Concord, 
and  the  Lafayette  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Boston.  Mr.  Todd  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Trinitarian  Congregational  Church  in  Concord,  and  had 
always  taken  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  church  of  which  he  was 
a deacon. 

In  a more  general  way  he  had,  earlier  in  his  life,  been  closely  identified 
with  the  Congregational  denomination  and  had  been  a director  in  the 
Congregational  Education  Society  and  also  in  the  American  Congrega-

at  a time  when  he  could  give  its  affairs  close  attention. 

Mr.  Todd  w’as  a member  of  the  Boston  Typothetae  and  the  Printers 
Board  of  Trade,  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  and  the  Sons  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution.  He  joined  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic 
Association  in  1891  as  a Life  Member. 

Besides  his  wife,  Mr.  Todd  is  survived  by  a son,  Thomas  Todd,  Jr., 
and  a sister,  Mrs.  Gertrude  Muirhead  of  Brantford,  Ontario,  Canada. 


Albert  E.  Wright 


was  born  in  East  Boston,  February  13, 1873,  and  died  June  3,  1924,  at  the 
age  of  fifty-one  years,  three  months.

Jacob  J.  Arakelyan 

prominent  for  more  than  thirty-five  years  in  the  printing  industry  in  this 
city  and  noted  for  his  gifts  and  labors  in  aid  of  American  and  foreign 
missionary  enterprises,  died  suddenly  from  heart  trouble  at  his  home  in 
Dorchester,  August  25,  1924. 

He  was  born  in  Armenia,  December  13,  1847,  came  to  America  in 
his  youth  and  was  one  of  the  first  of  his  race  to  become  identified  with  the 
printing  trade  in  New  England.  In  the  early  eighties  he  established  a 
printing  office  on  Franklin  Street  and  four  years  later  removed  to  148  Pearl 
Street,  occupjdng  two  floors  in  that  building.  He  was  proprietor  of  the 
Arakelyan  Press,  and  at  his  plant  were  printed  numerous  editions  of  large 
and  small  works,  several  magazines  and  periodicals,  including  the  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  World  and  the  Congregationalist,  and,  for  many  years,  the 
Boston  City  Directory. 

He  proffided  financial  support  to  students  in  various  foreign  mis- 
sionary colleges,  including  several  in  Turkey,  and  in  aiding  the  work  of 
the  missionaries  he  made  several  trips  abroad.  For  the  last  thirty  years 
he  was  a member  of  the  Second  Congregational  Church  of  Dorchester, 
Codman  Square.  He  was  also  a member  of  the  Congregational  Club  and 
the  Twentieth  Century  Club.  He  joined  this  Association  in  1911. 

Surviving  him  is  his  widow,  Mrs.  Jane  Arakelyan. 


Arthur  Wallace  Pope 

died  August  27,  1924,  at  the  age  of  seventy-six  years. 

He  became  a Life  IMember  of  the  Association  in  1910.  Mr.  Pope 
was  a merchant  and  manufacturer,  engaged  in  the  automobile  business.
